2. The prior art of record fails to teach and/or suggest a fuel cell generator and 
method of operating wherein having an axially elongated thin wall vessel surrounding a 
fuel cell module housing wherein an oxidant gas is introduced into the area between the 
vessel and the module housing, and a fuel gas is introduced into vessel and directed to 
a fuel feed injector where the exhaust gas outlet through the vessel is connected to a 
combusted gas plenum associated with the fuel cell modules through a semi-flexible 
duct and the inside of the vessel having an insulation material attached thereto. A fuel 
cell generator made in such a manner allows the device to be used for both 
atmospheric and pressurized gas feeds.
